EDMONTON BULLETIN MAY, 3np, 1901 
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MOUNTED RIFLES IN THE WEST. 
Apropos of the visit of Lieut.-Col. 
Evans to the west in connection with 
the organization of troops of Mounted 
rifles the Free Press says: 


“Lieut.-Col. Evans, D. 0. C., 
seen im his office at the barracks 
Monday in regard to his recent trip 
west, and in reply to queries stated 
that he had been out organizing a corps 
of Canadiana Mounted Rifles. Two 
squadrons have been organized in the 
Territories, one at Medicine Hat, one 
at Calgary, and preliminary steps have 
been taken to organize a squadron at 
MacLeod. Col. Evans also stopped at 
Regina in connection with the ‘work. 
These squadgons for the present will be 
organized on a reduced scale and will 
consist of three officers,one trumpeter 
and fifty mon-coms. and men. The 
squadron will be sub-divided into two 
troops to consist of one lieutenant, twa 
sergeants, two corporals and twenty 
privates each. The remaining officers 
and pon-coms. will be one captain, a 
squadron sergeant-major and a quar- 
ter master sergeant, making a total 
strength of fifvy-four to each squad- 
ron. In the Territories, to which the 
militia is now being extended, ol. 
Evans states that very great inter- 
est was shownfial fle matter and five 
times as jazge a force could easily be 
organized. A large proportion of the 
officers of the newt force will consist 
of those who have served in South Afy 
rica during the recent campaign. Col. 
Evans says that in addition td the 
points ramed applications have been 
received from nearly all of the chief 
towns in the province and the territor- 
ies asking for the organization of a 
squadron and it is hoped that the gov- 
ernment will see fit to largely  in- 
crease the force within the next two 
years, as the territories and province 
have furnished a large proportion of 
the men from Canada who served in 
South Africa.’ . 

There is no valid and apparent reason 
why Edmonton should not have been 
the headquarters fer one of the squad- 
rons of Mounted Rifles. Northern Al- 
berta, though the number of available 
men withia the district was scarcely 
drawn upo™ to any noticeable degree, 
furnished no sma!l quota of recruits 
for the Canadian forces which did ser- 
vice in the Tramsveal. To these men 
it is by no means flattering that while 
their companions from other parts of 
the Territories are banded in perman- 
ent corps and will have an annual drill 
reunion, they ave at present at least 
left without any military employment 
to fonget in thei common round of pri- 
vate occupation the krywiedge of sol- 
diering they acquired in South Africa. 
In the establishment of what would 
appear from the remarks of Lieut.-Col. 
Evans to be possibly, but the first of 
several squadrons ‘o *e formed in the 
Territor**s in the course of time, it 
would seem bat fair that these should 
be distributed as far as possible so as 
to provide opportunity for enlistment 
to as manly as) possible of those who 
already have some knowledge of mili- 
tary affairs from active service. 
Neither is there in evidence any sugiges- 
tion of inferiority of men from ihis 
district either in enthusiasm or ability 
as compared with men from other 
parts of the Territories. It is to be 
hoped as Col. Evens says that the gov- 
ernment will see fit to largely increase 
the force within the next two years, 
and that in the increase the merits of 
the men of Narthero Alberta will not 
be disregarded.

living uvder comparatively unfav- 
orable circumstances elsewhere, are 
looking *o the west with a view 


to emigrating, it may mot be an in- 
appropriate season for me to review 
briefly the history and progress of 


Edmonton and surrounding country 
during the last year of the cen- 
tury. 


“That it has been a highly satisfac- 
tory year in every respect, no one 
who wishes to be strictly truthful, 
will affirm, but from the standpoint 
of comparison, nevertheless, it may 
quite properly be stated, that Edmon- 
ton district has been less unfor- 
tupate than any other part of our 
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great western domain Manitoba 
and a large part of the Territories 
suffered from extreme drouth dur- 


ing the growing season, an@ as 4 
result the crop was almost a total 
failure. Northern Alberta in gen- 
eral, on the contrany, experienced an 
unusually wet and disagreeable sum- 
mer which, while it) reduced the total 
yield of grain by probably one-half, 
and lowcred the quality especially, of 
the wheat, nevertheless, by no means 
caused a total failure, but rather 
the ioss of ahoutf half of what would 
have been a phenomenally large 
yield of grain. ‘Up till the 25th of 
August the prospects of reaping: the 
heaviest crop ever produced here 
were very bright, and though ripen- 
ing was greatly delayed and the 
growth very rank, owing ta thea Ae- 
luge of rainfall during the previous 
months, yet the extraordinary stiff- 
ness of the straw had kept it stand- 
ing and a few days would have seer 
harvest well begun. At this critical 
date, when only a small portion of 
the crop had been cut, an event be- 
fell, as unexpected as unfortunate. 
A heavy snow storm weighed the 
ripening grain, which had success- 
fully withstood the previous heavy 
rains, level with the ground, andi as 
a result, ripening was stiil further 
delayed and all had eventually to 
be cut one way with infinite labor 
and patience, so that harvesting 
operations were continued through 
October and November, atid’ in a few 
cases binders were used even| in De- 
cember.

As an indication of the agricultural 
development of the district, it may 
be mentioned thai during the year 
1900 there were sold by the imple- 
ment agencies of Edmonton and 
Strathcona (formerly South Edmon- 
ton) 300 hinders, 29 threshing ma- 
chines and) 260,000 Ibs., of binder twine, 
while 58 threshers were ip operation 
during the seasoo. During the past 
year there were no less than ,j,443 
entries for homesteads in the [d- 
monten land office, which headed 
the list. Regina came next, with 1012 
or 431 less. And yet, notwithstand- 
ing how rapidly our population has 
increased duriug recent years, less 
than one-twelfth of the land in De- 
cember, 1899, had been disposed of, 
including homesteads and that sold 
and granted to railways and other 
corporations. From this some idea 
may be formed of the immensity of 
the area yet open to settlement. It 
may, perhaps, be wise to add that 
the supply of homesteads within con- 
venient distance of Edmonton has 
new been exhausted, but such land 
can yet he obtained within’ easy 
reach of the numerous towns and 
villages which are springing, up in 
Northern Alberta, along the line of 
railway. But while homesteads are 
not to be; non obtained in the immed- 
iate vicinity of Edmonton, the  set- 
tlers possessed of a little means can 
purchase or lease from railroad 
companies, corporations or private 
firms desirable land within 15 or 20 
miles of Edmonton, of which thou- 
sands of acres yet await cultivation. 
The terms on which these farms can 
be obtained are very lenient. The 
C. P. R. Company, as anexample, ad- 
vertise the following: “160 acres at 
$3 to $6 per acre, first yearly instal- 
ment $71.90 to $143.80, and nine 
yearly instalments of $6 to $120 
each.” Improved farms from which 
a return might be expected the first 
year can also be gented’ or bought 
on easy terms at $10 or upward per 
acre in the immediate vicinity of the 
town. The larger proportion of immi- 
graats we have been, receiving for the 
last year come from the United Sta- 
tes and Galician and other foreign im- 
migration seems to have fallem off 
greatly .n proportion. 

As to the progress of the town of 
Edmonton itself there were erected 
in 1900 buildings valued at $100,000, 
of which $43,590 was expended in 
well built business blocks, the bal- 
ance in residences.

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. IMMIGRATION. 
| During a debate in parliament which 
took place on Friday, April 12th, od a 
motion by Wilson, of Lennox, Ont., on 
going irito supply Mr. Oliver spoke as 
follows. From Hansard: i 
Mr. Frank Oliver (Atberta). I would 
like to endorse a great deal that has 
been said this afternoon in regard ta 
the success'of the immigration padlicy 
that has been pursued: during the last 
few years. I amentitled to speak with 
some authority upon this subject, as 
the district I represent has been re- 


ceiving the larger proportion of the 
immigration. I can endorse what was 


said in regard to the langer tumber of 
people who have comd in and the still 
larger number who are coming inGl 
can endorse what was saif in regard 
to the suitable character of a very 
large proportion of those who have 
come and who are coming. I am sorry 
I cannot endorse all Shat «was said. I 
am sorry that, asfit appeared to me, 
an impression was created, or was lia- 
ble te be created, by the remarks of 
the hon. member for Selkirk (Mr. Mc- 
Creary) that this favorable condition 
was resultant from a certaia feature 
of the immigration which is taking 
place, that is to say, that the building 
up of the; towm of Yorkton, the build- 
ing up of the/ city of Wianipeg, the 
prosperity of the district of Alberta, 
rested upon the immigratioi of Gali- 
cains and Doukhobors inta that coun- 
try. { 

Mr. McCreary. I do noi think any 
such inference could be drawn from my 
remarks. I said—— 

Some hon. members. Order. 


Mr. McCreary. I have a right to ex- 
plain. My words are down. 

Some hon. members. Order. 

Mr. McCreary. I beg your pardon. 

An hon. member. Two hon. gentle- 
men are standing at the same time. 

Mr. Oliver. I am not questioning 
what the hon. gentleman said, I am 


stating the impression that his words 


conveyed to my mind, which I presume 
I am entitled to do. I repeat that the 
impression was conveyed, whether in- 
tentionally or otherwise, that a very 
large proportion of the invrease and 
of the prosperity enjoyed by the west- 
ern country was resultant from that 
class of immigration. The house will 
bear me out whew 1 make that state- 
mert. Now, I am here to protest 
against that construction being put up- 
on. the results of the immigration pol- 
icy. I am here to say to-night that 
I believe the present conditions of the 
country would be beiter, our prosper- 
ity would be greater, we would have 
a sti'l larger number of good settlers, 
if we did not}have that class of immi- 
gration at all. 

The idea was conveyed to the hon. 
members oi this house that these pea 
ple are occupying tha country that nd 
other people will occupy. Speaking! oi 
the part of the country front which 
I come, and which, | represent, J know 
than ang, dther 
hon. member vf this house. The peo- 
ple are occupying land that ig good 
for ang people. They ere occupying 
land that if bey were nol occupying 
it, would be occupied by other people, 
either now or inj the very near future, 
and the fact that they are occupyiag 
this land is a djerreni to other people 
from occupying not only that land, but 
the land in their neighborhooi. Let 
me tell this house that, when the 
American settler makes inguiry as 10 
seitlement in this country, the first 
inguiry he makes is as to the class of 
people in the Jovalily, in which he de- 
sires to settle, and’ 1 can tell you that 
the greatest objection that can’ be 
raised is that that part of the country 
has the presence oi the very class of 
people which the hon. member for Sel- 
kirk (Mr. McCreary) lauded so highly 
‘his afte-poon.

i am not questioning the motives of 
any hon. member oi this house. | am 
not queslioning amy molives in respect 
to the policy) ot the government at all, 
but I am here lo stata what 1 know 
ior the information of the house and 
of the country. it is very well for 
us to theorize, and to say wnat might, 
could or should be, bul it is desirable 
in discussing Uhis aud kindred ques+ 
Ltons, to Come dows Lo Lacls, and un- 
derstand whether we are doing’ the 
very best thay can’ be done in the cir- 
cumstances or not. We ali want' to 
see the westera couniry, settle up, and 
it is mereiy aj question of what is the 
best policy to be pursued’ inv order to 
settle that country up. If it car be 
shown Uthat the inaucement or accept- 
ance of a certau class of immigrants 
is detrimental to the best interests of 
that country, aad to the settlement of 
that country, then, | say, it is time 
to prevent, instead of encouraging, that 
class of settlemeut. | speak strongly 
on this point, because { ind that there 
is a tendency on the par’ of people in 
this part of the country, not only in 
parliament but ou’ of parliament, to 
suppose that the prosperity, welfare 
wand progress of that country depend 
upon the continuation of this tide of 


. immigration of the character of which 


the hon. member for Selkirk speaks. 
The idea is so far wideof the mark that 
I would be altogetber failing im‘my 
dutiy! as a member of this house and 
as a representative of that country, 
if I did not cali attention, in the 
strongest language, to the facts of the 
case. What that country is to-day, it 
is because of the exertions, the sacri- 
fices and the abilities of the men of 
eastern Canada, who have spread 
themselves over those plains and 
through those mountains, who sre de- 
veloping the industries and resources 
ef that counsry, and who are build- 
ing up a nation, a Canada, such as you 
have here, and, we hope, better than 
you bave bere. I say, they cannot do 
that to advantage if their efforts are 
handicapped by the presence in thous- 
adys and tens of thousands of a class 
of people who, however, worthy they 
may be, however cupable they may be 
as agriculturists, are not, and! cannot 
be of this countay, as we would wish 
them to be citizens, to ‘take part with 
us in the building up of a civilization

to produce wheat out of the grotind. 7 
We do not livé td produce wheat. We | 


live to produce people, to produce social 
conditions, and to vuil@ up a country, 
and if you give us oaly those whd can 
produce wheat, and who cannot take 
their places as citizens, you do us an 
injury, and you place an obstacle in 
the way of our progress, instead of 
conferring an advantage upon us. I 
bave heard hon. members say that the 
Slavs, will assimilate with the other 
people. Do you Know what that word 
“assimilation” means? It is a_ nice 
sounding word.. Do you know that it 
means that if youl settle ona farm on 
the prairies you must depend for the 
schooling of your children on the so-) 
ciety and tax-paying. willingness and 
power of | who neither know. nor 
care apything about schools? Do you 
know that it means the inter-marriege 
of your sons or daughters with those 
who are of an/aliem race and of alien 
ideas? That is assimilation, or _ else 
there is no assimiliation. There is no 
‘assimilation, and there will bef no as- 
similation for many, many years, and 
the whole country will be ata draw- 
back to that extent for so many years. 

Another idea that 1s conveyed is, that 
all foreign people are the same. That 
because the German peaple are for- 
eigners, and because they are desirable 
settlers, therefore the Galicians, being 
foreigners, and the Doukhobors being 
foreigners, are also desirable settlers. 

o my ‘ton. friends know, that) they 
could not insult a German, or a Sean- 
dinavian, as much in apy other way as 
to compare bum with; a Doukhobor or 
a Galician? The pride of race is = 8s 
strong in these peaple as it is im u'sj and 
they object, and object very. strongly, 
to being placed in the same category 
as a Slavic people, a people who, less 
than two generations ago, were serfs 
of the soil, and wha, unfortunately, 
have not had the opportunities even if 
they have the capability, to rise very 
high above that position to-day. Make 
no mistake, that there is no compari- 
son between the German who comes 
from Galicia and the Galician who com- 
es from Galicia, and no man will resent 
the comparison more strongly than the 
German himself. It is not because 
they both wear skeepskin that they 
are alike. It is not because they both 
come from the same country. They be- 
long to radically different races. The 
foundation ideas in the minds of both 
people are radicdily different. The 
German of Galiciaa is a German such 
ag he is everywhere. He is a man of 
dominant race, of untiring: energy, of 
great foresight; he is a man of sterliag 
honesty and reliability. Whether he 
comes from Germany from Galicia, or 
anywhere else, he is a German, and a 
citizen of the highest character. He 
is not only a' producer, he is a citizen: 
but, the Galician or the Doukhiobor. 
who have been reared under circum- 
stances which did not permit them to 
know what free government 1s, who 
know ndthing of government, except 
that govercmen’ is a tyrrany, these 
people, let them be ever so good, can- 
not be citizens as we would wish them 
to be citizens, or 2s our Seandinavian 
and German fellow-cilizens area 

As to the settlement of this westerao 
country, let me suggest that the sum- 
mit of success is not ieached merely by 
quick settlement. it would not be as 
beneficial to this Dominion of Canada 
to have the Northwest fully occupied 
by people inside of two years, as it 
would to have that population grow 
steadily during the ext twenty years. 
It is not after a country, is filied up 
that we get our benefit out of it; it is 
in the process OL filling up that we get 
the benefit. It is in the steady growth 
that we have the advantage aud not in 
In my estimat- 
ion, it is a, mistake on the part of our 
friends here to persume that absolute 
suceess is achieved by the quickest pos- 
sible settlement. What we want’ fis 
steady growth by a class of people who 
will make good citizens us well as good 
producers. Let it not be} ‘forgotten 
that the good citizen is the greatest 
producer; that a colons, of Germans or 
Canadians will produce more in two 
years than a similar colony of Galicians 
or Doukhobors will in ten years. If 
you want productioa it is just the 
came in farming a4 it is in anything 
the men of the bighest intelli- 
gence and the highest character will 
give you the best results. My conient- 
ion is this: That when’ wa are tak- 
ing steps to procure settlers for our 
country, it is our business to secure the 
best settlers and to reject those that 
are not the best. That is why we 
spend our money, and if we do not 
spend our money that way we mis- 
spend our money. 

i might refer to mention that was 
made by my hon, colleague: from Sel- 
kirk (Mr. McCreary) in regard to the 
settlement that was made: at the Oy- 
press Hills. The hon. gentleman said 
it was a settlement of Galicians. He 
read out the names of those settlers, 
and I submit that the names read were 
the names of Germans and not’ Gali- 
clans,

Cia. 

Mr. Oliver. Germans from Galicia, 
showing that an attempt has ‘been 
made to mix up, the idea that the Ger- 
mans, and the Galicians who come from 
Galicia are the same. I say{ they are 
two different peoples altogether. Io 
regard to the settlement of Germans in 
the Cypress Hills, those Germans came 
from Galicia and there were attached 
to them a very few families of Gali4 
cians. When these Germans moved to 
the Edmonton district, the Galicians 
came with them, and after a time other 
Galicians followed from Galicia. 

Let me explain for the information 
of the house how, this matten came 
about as it is possibly interesting. The 
province of Galicia was u part of the 
ancient Kingdom of Poland. When 
Poland was divided between Russia, 
Prussia and Austria, the province call- 
ed Galicia became the share of Austria 
and feit under the domination of ‘the 
Austrian Empire. The German is the 
dominant race in the Austrian Empire, 
and it became souad policy on the part 
of the Austrrlians to people Galicia 
with a German population if possible. 
Therefore they took measures to set-- 
tie in Galicia a number of Germans col- 
onies. In process of timg as the Ger- 
mans multiplied and as they acquired 
land and spread abroad in the country, 
they began te crowd each ather and to 
crowd the Galicians. The Germans be- 
ing the more enterprising and know- 
ing what to do under these circum- 
stances, began to ergrate and a num- 
ber of them came to Canada and settled 
near the Oypress Hills. After: Mheing 
settled there for some years — they 
moved to Edmonton. Tne Austrian 
government took alarm at. this move- 
ment of Gepmans from Galicia, and see- 
ing that it would defeat their object 
in settling Germans ia that country, 
they said: If anybody has to go from 
Galicia wewill take care that-it shall

Creary) has said, and as Tam fivenito 
understand, there are in Galicia he- 
tween three and foar millions of these 
people belonging to a separate race? 
belonging to a race which is what yau 
might call the under race im that coun- 
try, dominated by the Poles and: do- 
minated by the Anstrians. They have 
never been fairly treated in that coun- 
try even since their emancipation from 
serfdom. They have been: dominated 
as well by the landlord class, the Poles, 
as by the Germans who represent the 
Imperial authority. They feel a desire 
to better their condition by moving out. 
The Austrian governmen’ is anxious 
that they shall move, out, and to-dar 
the Dominion of Canada stands in dan- 
ger of the whulesale removal of the 
greater part of that three millions of 
Galicians fo this country. Let} {the 
pesitien be not misunderstood. Mauy 
of our friends on’ the other side of the 
house have attacked the government 
because of the supposed: expenditure 
of money in inducing! this Galician im- 
migration. There is no money necess- 
ary to induce Galc'an immigration. 
It is the pressure behind the Gal'cians 
at home which induces emig*ation from 
their countrv. There is a population 
of three miliions to draw: from, and the 
pressure behind that three millions is 
directed towards sending the greater 
part of them to this country. That in

The theatres are closed, and 
with the exception of an occasional 
concert at the Wanderers’, which gives 
only a faint idea of what the Wan- 
derers’ used to be, there is nothing! ta 
break the dull monotony. The Wan- 
derers’ football ground is a huge hos- 
pital, and there are evidences on al 
hands of the horrors of war. The 
few hotels that are open have am apolo- 
getic sort of look, and the choice of 
liquors is very small. An old Jo- 
hannesburger, whd had fought his way 
back, asked for a whiskey and soda at 
his favorite place of refreshment, and 
was much chagrined to find that if he 
wished for intoxicants he would have 
to decile between sherry and liqueurs. 
The hotelkeepers can only purvey what 
food thety buy ol ‘the permits allowed 
to them for residents in the hotel. 
Meat is very expensive, and many Cat- 
tle are suffering from lung sickness. 
There is also an ‘epidemic of horse 
sickness.
